At least one group of St. Louisans, 
gomplaining against rate increases, 
as asked the Governor to include 
‘this matter in the call for the spe- 
‘dal session. The Legislature, when 
fi special session, can act only on 
matters included in the Governor's 
@i. The purposes for which the 
‘Governor originally decided to call 
the special session are reduction of 
‘the income and corporation fran- 
‘¢ghise taxes, payment of the capitol 
bonds and provision for the State 
grain department. The Governor 
bas not conimitted himself on the 
matter of including rent legislation 
fa the call, but it is believed that he 
would so so if sufficient public in- 
terest were shown in the matter. 

As indicating what can be done 
by the State Government to deal 
with the rent problem, the: new 
Wisconsin rental supervision statute 
fs of interest. 

Wisconsin Emergency Statute. 

The Wisconsin statute, recently en- 
acted as emergency legislation, in 
effect until April 39, 1923, estab- 
shed the Department of Rental 
Bupervision as a part of the State 
Railroad Commission. It is vested 
with powers and jurisdiction similar 
to those of the commiussion itself. 
Its most important function is that 
of fixing the new rent rates. 

In fixing these rates the commis- 
sion must take into consideration 
the valuation of property, heating, 
lighting and other necessary ex- 
penses. It is anticipated that the 
rent rates will be fixed at 9 to 11 
per cent of the total investment. 

The commission may investigate, 
of its own accord, or upon com- 
plaint, the justness of a prevailing 
rental charge, but no order may be 
entered without a formal public 
hearing. Complaints may be made 


® by or on behalf of tenants. or by 
_@ the owner except where the tenant 


. 


| 


has an unexpired lease, or the com- 
mission has fixed a just rate. 

Notice of such complaints, and 
the time and place for hearing 
thereon, must be given by the com- 
mission. If the investigation dis- 
closes a violation of the law, the 
commission may fix and order a 
reasonable rate which will be ef- 
fective as from the date of the 
filing of the complaint. The differ- 
ence between the amount paid and 
that fixed by the commission for 
such period will be added to or 
subtracted from future rent pay- 
ments, or can be recovered in an 
action in court. 

A certified copy of all such 
orders will be delivered to the 
owner affected or to an officer or 
agent. The commission holds the 
power to rescind, alter or amend 
any such order. 

If those in interest are dissatis- 
fied with the rate set by the com- 
mission, they may commence an 
action in the Circuit Court at 
Madison, to have the order set 
aside. This action must be com- 
menced within 20 days after the 
entry of such order, but will not. in 
itself, stay operation of the order. 

Power to Enforce Order. 

If an owner accepts or collects 
any rent in excess of that fixed by 
the commission, the commission is 
authorized to commence action in 
court to recover double the amount, 
together with the cost of the pro- 
ceedings. Out of the sum recovered 
by such action the tenant will re- 
ceive the amount paid in excess, and 
the balance will be turned into the 
State treasury. But if the tenant 
willingly paid the excess, with 
knowledge of the commission’s 
order, the entire amount will be 
paid into the State treasury. 

If in any proceeding, begun upon 
complaint or the commission's own 
motion, involving a lease or con- 
tract, it is disclosed that during the 
tenantcy the owner has wilfully 
withdrawn any service required by 
order of the commission to be fur- 
nished, or exposed the. tenant to any 
unsafe or unsanitary condition, or 
imposed inconvenience, the com- 
mission may determine the sum 
which will fairly compensate’ the 
tenant. 


Whenever the tenant is entitled 
to bring suit to recover any sum 
due him the commission may, upon 
his application, without expense to 
him, commence and prosecute an 
action for the recovery of the 
amount due. And in such cases the 
court shall include, in the judgment 
rendered, costs of the action, in- 
cluding a reasonable attorney fee, 
fixed by the court, to be paid into 
the State treasury. 

No tenant may sublet any rental 
property at a rate in excess of that 
paid by him under his lease without 
application for conserit of the com- 
mission, who will then determine a 


fair rate to be charged for such a/| 


sublease.

NEW YORK, June 25.—The satire 
of the Psalmist, so universal in its 
application, is particularly pertinent 
to the career of the average Amer- 
ican politician. As a flower of the 
field, he flourishes today. He fills 
his little world with bustle, but to- 
‘morrow a wind passes over and he 
is not. It is one of the little ironies 
of life whose lesson is taught daily 
and daily is forgotten. 

The recent almost unheeded death 
of Smith M. Weed of Plattsburg is 
a case in point. In his active life- 
time he wielded a political power 
scarcely secogd to any in the affairs 
of this State. His enmity was feared 
by his associates in the leadership 
of the Democratic party. His aid 
was an all-powerful factor in elec- 
toral contests and his revenges were 
destructive. 

In the political history of the 
North Country he stands out as one 
of a great triumvirate who each in 
their ttme controlled its policies— 
Silas Wright of St. Lawrence, Wil- 
liam A. Wheeler of Franklin and 
Smith M. Weed of Clinton. In days 
of political strife he was courted by 
rivals and his words and his deeds 
filled columns of the daily papers. 
Yet he lived to be all but forgotten, 
and in his eighty-seventh year was 
dismissed to the shadows of great- 
ness with an obituary paragraph. 

Grew From Humble Start. 

Born in an almost desolate back- 
woods community of Franklin Coun- 
ty in 1833, with little opportunity 
there or elsewhere to obtain an edu- 
cation, the astrologer who should 
forecast for him the career of a po- 
litical Warwick would have been 
greeted with Rabelaic laughter. Bu. 
with a public school training and a 
course in the Harvard Law School, 
obtained somehow or other, he set- 
tled @own in the village of Platts.

He introduced and ob- 
tained the enactment of the free 
school act, which abolished the old 
rate bill and made the common 
schools of the State free to all. 


With his Assembly honors fresh 
upon him Weed, in 1867, was elect- 
ed a delegate-at-large to the consti- 
tutional convention of that year, 
over which another North Country 
man, William A. Wheeler, future 
Vice President of the United States, 
presided. In that convention, Weed 
met and formed a close friendship 
with Samuel J. Tilden. Thereaf*or, 
as a lieutenant of that distinguished 
reformer, he became a recognized 
State leader.

ATTORNEY SAYS 


She Is Produced for First 
Time in Connection With 
$1,000,000 Damage Suit of 
Gaston B. Means. 


TELLS. OF COPYING 
WILL IN HER ROOM 


Deposition Recently Taken 
Will Be Used in Second 
Trial of Will Case in Chi- 
cago This Week.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 2:..—Col. Thos. 
B. Felder, attorney for Gaston BB. 
Means in his $1,000,000 damage suit 
against District Attorney Swann and 
Assistant District Attorney Dooling, 
has produced, for the first time, a 
woman who claims to have typed 
the will of the late James C. King, 
which Swann and Dooling have per- 
sistently characterized as a forgery. 
The estate of King, who was the 
husband of Mrs. Maude A. King, for 
whose alleged murder Means was 
tried and acquitted, is valued at al- 
most $6,000,000. Under an earlier 
will this egtate was left in trust to 
the Northern Trust Co. of Chicago, 
which still maintains that the al- 
leged later will, said to have been 
drawn up in 1905, is a forgery. At 
a trial of the will case the court up- 
held the trust company in this opin- 
fon. An appeal was taken and the 
second trial is scheduled to take 
place in Chicago this week. During 
the trial of Means in North Carolina 
and later in the trial of the will case, 
every effort was made to produce 
the person who typed the will. No 
such person could be found then. 
Now, however, in spite of alleged 
threats by the Northern Trust Co. 
that anyone claiming to have typed 
a will for King in 1905 will be ar- 
rested as a perjurer as soon as he or 
she appears in Chicago, Miss Flor- 
ence Isabel Lee, 33 years old, ad- 
dress a secret, announces that she is 
the typist who, in 1905, typed a will 
at the request of King, who was a 
friend of her father.

Street station. It was in the early 
part of October or the latter part of 
September. When I was about to 
turn the corner of Jackson avenue 
and La Salle street I ran into Mr. 
King. 

“About a year previously to that I

Their advan- 
tage for the farmer, among other 
things, is that they save him the 
profits on handling grain that pri- 
vate-owned elevators turn to private 
individuals.’ 

“Farmer elevators also make a 
competitive market at the shipping 
point, where a private-owned ele- 
vator having a monopoly may set its 
own price. 

“We are. considering in connection 
with the farmer elevators the pos- 
sibility of a farmer-owned broker- 
age house for handling the grain sold 
through these elevators. At the 
present time the farmers’ elevators 
handle 65 to 70 per cent of the grain 
sold in Illinois. In time I am con- 
vinced they will handle 90 to 95 per 
cent of all Illinois corn and oais 
sold. 

“A farmer brokerage house would 
mean that instead of sending grain 
to the terminals the farmers would 
be able to sell direct to the big buy- 
ers, to feeders in the South, and to 
the export trade. 

“This would cut down farmers’ 
transportation costs and tend to 
eliminate the speculative element in 
grain. 

For Brokerage House. 

“The meetings held in the nine 
congressional districts were attended 
by presidents, secretaries and man- 
agers of farmer elevators, presidents 
and directors of county farm bu- 
reaus and representative bankers. At

HENEVER you hear anybody mention the coast of China, this 
is one of the places they’re talking about. Swatow is an old- 
fashioned Chink town—typical—built on flats—surroanded by 
worn out volcanoes and hills of lava and sand, and located on a 
river yellower than the Mississippi in springtime. It’s find 
your way out by sense of. smell. They don’t even use pidgin English in 
Swatow. y 


Shanghai and Hong Kong are cities with four-story concrete buildings, fairly 
up-to-date hotels, street with all the 
latest jazz, 


cars, automobiles and -abarets 


In Swatow you have to pack a club to keep off the curious who swarm 
around in droves. Here’s where you see the sad-faced babies, and people totter- 
ing with disease. They love to pose for a sketch, but flash a camera on them 
and there is no one to photograph. 


We are making the trip from Swatow to Bangkok on a little coastwise 


steamer, the Luchow: sometimes 


she’s a coolie ship; carries aS many as a 
thousand:.China boys from Swatow and the neighboring provinces of Haata, to 
the rice and rubber plantations and tin mines of Siam. These coolies are in- 
dentured—they sign the dotted line to work away from home, for five years, 
generally, and they save all the money they make hat time—a hundred dol- 
lars or so—and at the end of their foreign service they come back to Swatow 
or Haata, and live to a ripe old age on the interest. The Haata men and the 
Swatow men, although from neighboring provinces, speak different languages 
and have been bitter enemies for a thousand years. So when you load a ship 


with Haata men and Swatow men something often happens. 


They gamble day and night, and when a fight starts it’s worth the price of 
admission, as they usually begin having deep-sea burials about an hour later. 
The ship’s officer referees the melee with scalding water from a fire hose. George 
and I have been praying for trouble to start, but there are only a_handful of 
Haata men this trip. However, I did see the bos’un oiling and polishing about 
a score of steel bracelets this morning. 


Everybody we talked to in Hong Kong about this trip primed us to expect 
a dirty little tramp of a steamboat crawling with cockroaches, bedbugs, cholera 
germs and cutthroats. Some of these China boats do get that way, but our usual

E SOON wearied of the little cir- 


cular films that came with our 
boy’s-sized moving picture  pro- 
jector.

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How machine after machine performs all the different operations the old-fash- 
ioned shoe maker had to do by hand — And how many different 


stages of manufacture 


HE ultimate consumer, who grumbles 
because he has to pay from $10 to $12 for 
a pair of shoes for which he formerly ex- 
pended about half that sum, would most 
likely raise his growl to a regular roar 
if he should go on a tour of inspection 
through a modern shoe factory and be- 
hold many ingenious machines performing every stage 
of the operations which had to be done by hand in the 
old days. 

The machine method shoulda be infinitely less ex- 
pensive, it would appear to the layman: yet. after 
an epic of American ingenuity and skill has been 
devoted to the making of footwear, shoes are more 
costly than ever before. Shoes we took for granted 
until higher prices made them weigh more heavily 
on our minds than they do on our feet. Now we 
are interested in every detail about them, and it was 
in response to this universal concern that the 
National Geographical Society recently made 
a study of shoemaking in the United States. 
The very readable results are given forthwith. 

There are four general types of footwear, ac- 
cording to the manner in which the soles are 
attached to the “uppers.” The leading type is 
the wejt. It has a small strip of leather sewed 
fast, first to the upper and then to the sole, 
so that upper and sole are not joined directly. 
Welt soles are used mainly in higher grade 
men’s and boys’ shoes and in women’s walking 
shoes. 

The McKay sewed shoe is the second type. 
[In it the sole is sewed directly to the upper. 
The cheaper grades of stiff-soled sewed shoes 
are made by this method. 

The turned shoe is the third type. In it the 
sole is joined to the upper with the whole shoe 
inside out, then turned. Women’s pliable-soled 
shoes are made in this fashion. 

The nailed, pegged, or screwed-on sole rep- 
resents the fourth type, and goes with cheaper 
grades of shoes. ° 

As leather for uppers comes into the factory 
it has the irregular outlines of a hide or skin, 
as indented as the coast of Maine, and by 
hand could be measured only by a master of 
trigonometry, through a long process of «al- 
culations. But a machine has been invented 
that can calculate more areas in half a minute 
than a mathematician could in half a day. 

Fifty machines, 100 workmen and 200 proces- 
ses are employed in the making of a pair of 
shoes. 

In the linings department are big machines 
that cut uppers cloth, twenty to forty thick- 
nesses at a clip, as easily as a cake-cutter cuts 
dough. 

Beyond is the uppers leather department. 
Here a trained man, with stubby-bladed, razor-

done with great care, so that there is neither uneven 
ness nor roughness. It is the most difficult task in 
the making of the upper of a shoe. Judgment and 
care are required, and much strength of hand. Other 
minor processes follow, and presently the finished 
upper fares forth to meet its sole-mate in the making 
department. Before it goes, if it be a laced upper, 
a.girl puts it through a machine which laces it up 
and ties it in the twinkling of an eye—a machine that 
would be a glorious aid to a fat man. 

Preparatory to its alliance with the sole, the upper 
is lasted. The insole has been tacked on the last, 
and the upper is now pulled tightly over the last 
with a machine that has pincers acting like human

his several aluminum patterns, cuts out vamp 

and quarter and toe piece with accomplished art in 
getting the maximum of pieces out of the minimum 
of skins. When~he has finished with a skin it looks 
like shapeless strings bordering a series of irregular 
holes. 

In cheaper grades of shoes the leather also is cut 
by ‘“dinking’’ machines—mechanical cake-cutters ap- 
plied to shoemaking. Only one ply is cut at a time, 
but there are series of dies for the different parts. 

After the quarters, vamps, toe caps, etc., have been 
cut the leather must be “skived,”’ so as to prevent any 
raw edges showing in the finished shoe. The edges 
are fed through a machine that shaves the unfinished 
side down to a bevel. This is then covered with 
cement and the thin edges are folded over, much as 
a seamstress lays a hem. 

The linings go from the assembly room to be trans- 
ferred from individual pieces into the canvas counter- 
part of the leather upper. The quarters are joined 
at the back and stayed with a reinforcement. The 
vamps are cemented into shape ready for inclusion 
in the finished upper. 

The tips go to the toe-cap room, where they are 
perforated at the edge to give them a pleasing ap- 
pearance on the foot of the wearer. Fourteen dif 
ferent processes are required to transform a piece of 
ti leather into a finished cap, with its box to hold 
the shape of the shoe and canvas lining to protect 
the hose of the wearer. 

The joining of the quarters and vamp must be

There was a time, .once, when the 


passed through the inseam trimming ma- 
chine. Next it goes to a machine where 
a small hammer gives the welt a terrific 
beating. The insole and welt are then cov- 
ered with rubber cement, as is the wait- 
ing sole. When this has dried slightly, the 
sole is laid on and the shoe is put into a 
pressing machine, where the cement dries. 

Next it goes to the rough rounding m¢- 
chine, which rounds sole and welt, allg- 
ing them to extend out from the upper at 
all points. Looking at your shoe on your 
foot, you will see that this extension is less 
at the shank than at the ball, and less on 
the outer side than on the inner side of 
the foot. The rough rounding machine al- 
so cuts a little groove around the bottom 
of the sole for the purpose of receiving and 
covering the stitching, to follow. The welt 
extends back only to the heel. The latter 
has no welt, but is stitched directly and 
has its own special treatment. 

One shoe factory in Massachusetts has a 
daily output of 14,000 pairs, each pair pass- 
ing through the factory in 14 days in ordi- 
nary times. 

Among the noted inventions which have 
exerted a profound influence upon the shoe 
manufacturing industry are those of the 
welt machine in 1871, by Goodyear, and the 
chain-stitch shoe-sewing machine in 1881,.4 
by French and Myers.

come.

calls for more rehearsal time if slipshod results are to 
be avoided; and urges that an opera school be estab- 
lished in St. Louis as a training ground for the munic- 
ipal theater.

UNICIPAL opera in St. Louis is 
either a mere amusement enterprise, 
different only in magnitude from the 
hackneyed entertainment known as 
“summer stock,” and, like it, bent 
upon the sordid purpose of taking in 
so many dollars; or else it is an un- 
dertaking for the advancement, uplift and cultural ed- 
ucation of the public. 

If the latter is, as I like to believe, the funda- 
mental purpose, then the organization may well ex- 
amine into the way in which phonographic and sym- 
phonic music has worked out in this country. 

Fifteen years ago the most popular phonographic 


records were those of comic recitations, ragtime, xylo- 


phone marches and piccolo and trumpet polkas. Today, 
in nearly every home where there is a phonograph, 
you will find Caruso, McCormack, Kreisler and Galli- 
Curci records. Why this changé from the basest to the 
best music? Simply because the' phonograph companies 
brought the best music to the public. How can your 
taste be cultivated if you never have an opportunity to 
hear the best things? And good music always drives 
out poor music, if it is given a chance. The one is 
true; the other is false—and the truth must prevail! 

The situation of symphonic music in the United 
Staes today would be in evil case had it not been for 
the labors of resolute pioneers like Theodore Thomas 
and Wilhelm Gericke, men of inflexible standards, who 
had the valor and idealism in the early years to dis- 
regard the vulgar question of box office deficits, and 
to refuse, in their reverence and devotion to their 
art, to make a single concession to. what was consid- 
ered the popular taste.

Many of these orchestras, thanks to public support 
and to their endowment funds, are on a self-supporting 
basis. If the municipal opera organization proceeds 
with the same ideals, disregarding for a time, if neces- 
sary, the sordid financial end, and devoting itself to 
uplifting and building public taste to a love for the best 
things, it may be that in two or three years it would 
not be necessary for the guarantors to put their hands 
in their pockets. The process should work out exactly 
as it has with phonographic records and symphonic 
music. 

The idea of the open-air theater in Forest Park—if 
it can be called a theater—is, I believe, that of afford- 
ing a place where the people of St. Louis may gather at 
suitable season—in the summer, of course—for the pur- 
pose of witnessing and hearing dramatic and musical 
productions of the best class, done in the best possible 
manner.

cal manager's idea of catering to the tired business 
man: and this depraved taste has not only set us 
back in the appreciation of better things, but created 
a demand for light and frothy music of little or no 
appeal, value or charm. It has led us away from the 
appreciation of such works as “La Belle Helene,” “La 
Grand-Duchesse,” “The Chimes of Normandy,” “The 
Mascot” and “Olivette”’—which are full of musical 
gems, solos aS well as ensembles. No one with a mu- 
sical soul can resist the charm of the quintet in the 
second act of “Chimes of Normandy,” or of the quartet 
at the end of the first act of “Martha’—examples of 
concerted writing which can de ranged on the same 
plane with the “Lacia” sextet or the quartet from 

Rigoletto.” 

Of modern operettas, | should recommend “The 
Chocolate Soldier” of Oscar Straus; “Die Geschiedene 
Fran.” which, next to “The Chocolate Soldier.” has 
the best book ever written for a musical play, and 
which was produced and musically butchered in New 
York 14 years ago under the title of “The Giri in the 
Train: and Franz Lehar’s “Gypsy Love” and “Merry 
Widow.’ That is, solely on condition that these 
works should be produced as they were originally 
played abroad, and not be “brought up to date” by the 
injection of silly gags and vaudeville stunts, as has 
been done in SO Many cases.

A prima donna may be admirable 
in “The Firefly” and find it impossible even to try 
to sing Maid Marian: a tenor may be ideal in the part 
of Nanki-Poo and totally fail in that of Robin Hood; 
or a comedian may be a capital Jenkins and a lament- 
able Sheriff of Nottingham. 

The better way would be to engage at least one or 
two of the principals of the cast for a single work 
to which they are adapted, keeping, of course, the 
same ensemble, orchestra and some of the cast through- 
out the season. And why should not the stars most 
famous for their playing of particular roles be en- 
gaced’ It would add a few hundreds of dollars a week 
to the payroll, but should, through the advertising, be 
worth many times the amount to the boxoffice. 

For instance, if it is decided to produce “Sari,” why 
not engage Mitzi Hajos for that week? If we are 
going to present “The Spring Maid.” why not retain 
Christine MacDonald’ Likewise, for “The Merry 
Widow.” Donald Brian and Lina Abarbanell;: for 
“Mlle Modiste.” Fritzi Scheff: for “The Sukan of 
Sulu.”” Frank Moulan: for “The Jolly Musketeer,” Jef- 
ferson d’ Angelis: for “Wang.” De Wolf Hopper; for 
“The Geisha.” James T. Powers; for “Erminie,” Fran- 
cis Wilson: and for “The Mikado.” William Danforth. 

Another defect in the present system is the limited 
time for rehearsals. No theatrical manager would 
think of presenting an operetta to the public without 
at least five or six weeks of preliminary Work, and 
two dress rehearsals. Here, we have one week in 
which to prepare eath new work, and one dress re- 
hearsal. The result is that the Tuesday and Wednes- 


dav performances are essentially dress rehearsals: and -

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This brings us to a subject which I believe of funda- 
mental importance to the future of municipal opera is 
St. Louis. There should be established here an op- 
eratic school, as a training ground for the opera. 
Through this agency there would be plenty of time 
to train our own local choruses in music and dramatic 
action. Under present circumstances, for instance, it 
would be folly to attempt such a work as “The Master- 
singers,” since the choruses alone would require two 
or three months of rehearsal to insure an artistic 
performance. But this work could be done during the 
winter in the school. 

Moreover, such an operatic school might serve as 
a feeder to the opera for the supply of principals, 
through affording to ambitious young people an op- 
portunity to develop. When, in.the judgment of the 
staff, a pupil showed talent and progress, his reward 
would be an opportunity to appear in the municipal 
pera, first in small parts and then in big ones. Whe 
knows whether such a school, drawing upon the talent 
and ambition of the entire West, might not develop 
some wonderful prima donna, or tenor, or bariton€f. 

It must be remembered that young people ambitious 
for operatic careers have but three possible resources 
at present in this country—the Metropolitan, the Cni- 
cago Opera Co., and the San Carlo Opera Co. These 
troupes have openings for only a negligible percentage 
of those aspiring to operatic honors. 

Such a school could be established here at a slight 
initial cost. Some old mansion could be leased, with 
a large room in which a little stage could be built. 
The staff, to begin with, need consist.of only three—- 
a musical coach, a dramatic man and an accompani«. 
The first two should be top-notch in their fields) The

WENTY-five thousand human 
necks were craned up-stretch 
at Belmont Park racecourse, 
Saturday, June 12, about 4 
o'clock of the afternoon. 
Twenty-five thousand eyes ' 
were glued on the last fur- 
long of the “figure nine” course, down 
which two racers were galloping through 
lanes of cheering hundreds that lined the 
stretch fences. 


As the horses neared the finish post a 
mighty roar arose. Ladies waved handker- 
chiefs and wraps from the- balconies; and 
men took liberties with their friends’ hats 
in a Manner not warranted by the high cost 
of things in general and of hats in particu- 
lar. Satisfaction radiated from all counte- 
mnances as though every man, woman and 
lad present had a ticket on the winner in 
his pocket, 

And yet there was something peculiar 
about this race, to one not acquainted with 
the facts. The casual person saw no par 
ticular reason for the excessive enthusiasm 
displayed. All he noted was that the 
“race” was limited to two contenders, with 
one of the pair so badly distanced that he 
was still at the last sixteenth pole when 
the leader was about to pass the finish 
mark. 

Within 20-yards of home it was seen 
that the powerfully striding leader was 
moving down the track without urging. 
yet with the magnificent effect of a well- 
oiled machine functioning at its best. To 
the accompaniment of a climactic cheer the winning 
horse thundered past the finish post, the staggering con- 
tender floundering on several seconds to the rear, 
exhausted from his effort to stay within hailing dis- 
tance of the leader. 

A momentary hush tell over the crowd, while the 
timers hung out their official resort: Then another 
tremendous cheer Swept the crowd. Men shook hands 
and clapped each other on the back. Stable hands 
rushed out to act as chambermaids to his majesty the 
king—for the day, for the century, and perhaps for- 
ever—of all thoroughbreds, past or present, Man o’ 
War, son of Fair Play and Mahubah. 


The display of enthusiasm was, however, due not 
to the prospect of cashing a ticket or to any other 
sordid thought, but to genuine appreciation of the 
greatest feat in the history of the racing world, all 
countries included—that of running one mile and three 
furlongs in 2 1-5 seconds less timie than it had ever 
been run before. 

The crowd had come to Belmont that day hoping 
for some such climax to its afternoon outing and its 
appreciation of the feat of Man o’ War is sure testi- 
mony that hero worship does not always center about 
mere man. 


After the race there was one person who was su- 
premely satisfied with hinagelf and at least one other 
who, while he was delighted with the result, must have 
felt keen inward pangs. The first was the owner, Sam- 
uel L. Riddle of Philadelphia, who, before the race, 
was offered $260,000 for his horse. The other was 
August Belmont, breeder of Man o’ War, who had 
sold the thoroughbred as a two-year-old for $5000— 
an investment that has netted the purchaser $11%8,v00 
in purses, thus far, and an international reputation 
as the owner of the greatest horse America ever 
produced. 

Mr. Belmont generously admitted that Man o’' War 
was without a peer among the many great racers he 
had seen, and that he was greater even than the cele 
brated Tracery, for whom Mr. Belmont had long set 
aside a corner in his heart. 


‘Undoubtedly the best horse that this country ever 
produced,” he declared in an interview 

“The world’s greatest thoroughbred,” 
other experts in horse flesh. 

But “world’s greatest” covers a lot of territory. It 
takes many superior qualities to make a champion. 
Speed, endurance, courage and ability to carry weight, 
are all factors. In point of speed, thus far, Man 0’ 


chimed in 
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War can measure up with any. 
world’s record in the Belmont. 

The best previous mark at this distance ever made 
by any thoroughbred was established by an English 
horse, Dean Swift, which in 1908 covered the mile 
and three furlongs in 2:16 2-5. English times are al- 
most invariably faster than these of any other coun- 
try and this record of Man o’ War's happens to be 
the only case wherein an American horse has bet- 
tered a British mark. 


Man o’ War's performance was 2 1-5 seconds faster 
than Dean Swift's. This means that had Dean swift 
run his record race against Man o’ War at Belmont 
on Saturday, June 12, the American equine king woul 
have been passing the finish post while his rival was 
still 118 feet behind him. Donnacona, the actual 
contender that day, was only a few vards less then 
one-sixteenth of a mile in the rear when Mar o’ War 
finished! 

Unfortunately for shedding further light on the all- 
round ability of the son of Fair Play, through the 
medium of this great race, no fractional time was 
taken, because the construction of the track does rot 
permit of it. 

We know, however, that Mr. Riddle’s record breaker 
in previous races showed not only the dazzling speed 
necessary to measure up to the real test of a thor- 
oughbred, but also his ability to carry weight over 
all distances. 


In one race—the mile Withers os set his 
first record and ran in such wonderful fashion as to 
forecast, in a measure, his subse-uent achievements. 
Man o’' War covered the 1760 yards in the fastest 
time ever recorded in competition in this country—1 
minute 35 4-5 seconds—eclipsing the best perform- 
ances of the Salvators, Kingstons and other notables 
long gone. Not only this, but his fractional time for 


For example, take his 


half, five-eighths, three-fourths and seven-eighths ex- 


celled the Canadian and Australian records for those 
distances. He tied the American record of 1 minute 
and 22 seconds for seven furlongs, set by “Big Train” 
Roseben when that famous sprinter was in his hey- 
dey. 

For the rest, Man o' War's races attest his class 
to the highest. His only other start as a three-year- 
old was in the Preakness stakes—his first out this 
year. In that event he won-—eased up—from some 
of the best horses in the country—at least from as 
many as had courage to take issue with him. 

Because in the Preakness he was starting for the

first time this year, 4 to 5 was laid against him. But, 
in his last start, he ran at the prohibitive odds of 1 
to 20. For the future, the only hope of a remunerative 
price against this wonder will be when he packs 
the stable on his back. 


His two-year-old form was flawless. He captured 
the victor’s prize in every race but one. His only 
defeat was at the hands of Whitney’s Upset, a stake 
horse of rare merit, runner-up in two great events, 
and winner of the Latonia derby. The race lost by 
Man o’ War was not run true to form, accidents caus- 
ing him to lose ground. He made it up manfully, 
and was striding over the winner as they passed 
the finish. He was far the best horse in the race, 
the experts said. And just to make their statements 
good, he proved it on five subsequent occasions, when 
he disposed of Upset’s claims to equality by adminis- 
tering mighty beatings. 

What Man o’ War could do to the British records 
under British conditions is the merest conjecture. His 
American mile mark is still > od short of the British 
figure of 1:331-5, made by Caiman at Lingfield in 
1900. There is justification for the belief that the 
Riddle colt can do better than his record at every 
distance: for never in his three-year-old appearance 
has he been extended, nor has he serious attempted to 
lower the running record for any distance. 


Jockey Kummer, who rode the Fair Play coit in 
the Belmont, said that he let him loose but once— 
that was the furlong just before entering the stret~h. 
Some day he may take a notion to extend the great 
racer, when still further surprises will probably be 
in store. 


While from a standpoint of speed and time Man Q’ 
War can make a great case, in the matter of his 
world’s championship claims, there is no doubt that 
his record places him at the head of American thor- 
oughbreds. Many old timers ..fo cannot see the pres- 


‘ent generation in any respect, still claim that Lexing- 


ton or Hanover or Kingston or Colin or any one of 
a dozen famous horses of other times could do what 
Man o' War has done, under similar track conditions. 
But that is conjecture. The fact is that Man o War 
has done practically everything better than they ever 
did it except the now obsolete running of four-mile 
heats. It is possible that if he is eligible to the 
Champions’ Stake at Saratoga, over the mile and three- 
fourths course, he will give even the few venerablg

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NDER the title of 
Woman Rules 
Harem of Cannibals,” 
the Post-Dispatch Sun- 
day Magazine published 
last September a review 
of a book by Frederick 
O’Brien, called “White Shadows In the 
South Seas.” This volume, describing 
O'Brien's adventures during a vear 
spent on the Marquesas !slands in the 
South Seas, became one of the most 
amazingly successful travel books that 
has appeared ip years, and aroused 
widespread curiosity concerning the 
personality of the author. 

It appears that his entire existence has been almost 
as fascinating as the section of it revealed in his nar- 
rative of life among the beautiful Amazons of the 
South Seas. He has been tramp, sailor and law 
student: beachcomber, reporter and editor; sandwich- 
man, barkeeper, kitchen-helper, General in Coxey’s 
urmy and State Director of Edueation for the Food 
Administrator in California. 

O’Brien was born in Baltimore. 
Judge and a member of Congress. His mother came 
from the South of Ireland. The boy was sent to a 
Jesuit school, and his father had certain designs upon 
him with reference to his law office. : 

But young Frederick had been reading romances. 
“I now realize,” he confesses, ‘that books have led 
or driven me all my life.’ He read “Coral Island” 
and “Two Years Before the Mast.’ The ships that 
came and went out of Baltimore called to him with 
irresistible power. At the age of 18 he shipped out 
of Baltimore, before the mast, on the ship Julia Rol- 
lins. This was the beginning ef years of wandering, 
during which no one place on the surface of the globe 
was to know him for bong. 

Leaving the ship at Rio de Janeiro, he tramped over 
Brazil as a day laborer. After Brazil came Venezuela 
and the island of Trinidad, where he worked at the 
Rsphalt lake. He saw many of the West Indian islands, 
as sailor, laborer or sightseer. 

One of the severest blizzards the Atlantic coast ever 
knew caught him on board a ship laden with asphalt, 
which was bound for Philadelphia. The ship was hove 
to many days and nights off Cape Hatteras. Battered 
and dismasted, it still Weathered the storm, while many 
another ship foundered or drove to destruction upon 
the icy shore. With the crew all but perishing from 
cold, the ship finally made port. 

Shaken for a moment by this close grapple with 
death, O’Brien decided to return to Baltimore and 
study law in his father’s office. He forsook 
the fo’c’sle for Blackstone, learned the musty 
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intricacies of legal papers, and “beheld the | od 


chicane of practice.” “But Chitty and 
Venable and the other doctors of fieri facis 
and caveat emptor lacked interest for me,” 
he says. “I had stood on the deck of a plung- 
ing clipper, and there was more of the world 
beyond the horizon that | had never seen.” 
So he went to New York, and on the eve- 


ning of his arrival was “bedding down” cat- 
tle on a steamship bound for London. There 
followed 12 days of rough weather, hard work 
in the deck pens, raising frightened steers 
to their hoofs after the roll and toss of the 
vessel, sleeping on_a shelf and arguing about 
the future life with the cowboys. Paid off 
with only a guinea, and repulsed with a belay- 
ing pin when he demanded more, O’Brien 
found himself in London, for a fortnight at 
Limehouse and the docks. After his guinea 
gave out, be was a :andwichman for a week, 
advertising pills alleged to be worth a pound 
a box. : 
After that came Paris, with a position as a 
reporter on the Paris edition of the Herald: 
a few months of the Continent, its galleries, 
spas, cities and country. Then he decided to 
return to America. His last france spent, he 
returned to New York in the galley of a 
freighter, peeling potatoes industriously but 


lumsily. 

Now the West called him. He became a 4 " 
hobo, traveled on trains, without tickets, to Mg 
the broad prairie, raked hay, “babbited”’ / f 


threshing machines, rode horses and otherwise f 
gained his meals and nourished the joy of 
life on the vast North Dakota ranches. 

He tended bar in a Mississippi levee camp, 
drove mules to wheeled scrapers and loafed 
down the great river to New Orleans. 

O’Brien had worked westward as far as 
California when the Coxey movement for 
building a national highway and giving work 
et a dollar a day to all unemployed men swept 
the country with fear and laughter. He was 
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Author of volume of travel which became best seller, “White 
Shadows in the South Seas,” has been by turns sailor, hobo, 
beachcomber, sandwichman, “General” in Coxey’s Army, 
editor and assistant to Herbert Hoover — Was once em- 
ployed as reporter by Warren G. Harding, now U. S. Sena- 
tor and Republican nominee for President—Forgot manu- 
scipt during war, and saw first copy of his work in a Chinese 
bookshop 
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operated them, was corralled at El Paso by Sheriffs, 
driven off a train into the Texas desert by Rangers 
and met by a United States Army force near St. Louis. 

But Gen. O'Brien's army, after weeks of gay ad- 
venture, gay so far as the General was concerned at 
any rate, walked on the grass of the Capitol lawn at 
Washington in an effort to present a “petition in 


boots” to Congress for the appropriation of money | 


for the national road. The Washington qolice had 
been in a panic, but when the grass was stepped on 
instinctive indignation routed their fears and the 
army was arrested. 

On the way back across the continent, via side-door 
sleepers, O’Brien stopped in Ohio. His first job there 
was a more or less successful effort to sell hedge fences 
to the cautious farmers. But a notable murder trial 
Was staged in Marion, and O'Brien became the dis- 
tinguished crime reporter for the Marion Star, owned 
by Warren G. Harding, now United States Senator 
and Republican nominee for President. 

Thereafter he gathered news and wrote comment 
for the Star, while Harding solicited advertising and 
Mrs. Harding kept books and distributed papers to the 
delivery boys. O'Brien recalls with a sigh now that 
he received $9 a week salary: but he lived at the leaa- 
ing hotel, The Marion, for $4 a week, including food, 
room and a Saturday night bath if one insisted. 

Soon he was editorial writer for the Dispatch of 
Columbus, O.; and there he began developing the 
subtle humor and whimsical philosophy which mark 
his later work. Going to New York, he served as 
labor editor of the Journal and did reportorial work 
for the Herald and the Telegram. 

Jumping to Chicago, he became an investigator of 
crime in the slums. He mentions that he was taking 
shelter in a slum mission, one night. when he saw 
Billy Sunday converted to rampant evangelism. 

“He was of course only a beginner at that time,” 


comments O'Brien, “but even then he 
could praise his Creator standing on 
his hands.” 

It was not long before O’Brien had 
once more worked his way back to 
California, which he had left at the 
head of an army of unemployed. He 
kept to journalistic work. He got to 
know the waterfront of San Francisco 
and the bizarre cosmopolitanism of 
that city as few men did. He saw men 
shanghaied, shot and hanged on the 
waterfront; and there, too, he felt the 
pull of the South Seas and the Orient. 

Before setting out for the South Seas 
he thought he must learn Spanish, and 
Lower California was nearest. He had a cabin at En- 
senada on the beach, and at night caught lobsters from 
a crazy pier with a net and a pound of pork fat. 

“Lobsters boiled and attuned with sherry can sup- 
port human life,” O’Brien declares. “Don’t put in 
the wine until the lobsters are cold.” 

He tells of an American consul with a large wart 
on an asymmetrical nose who often looked up to the 
Stars and Stripes flying from a lofty pole in the 
consular yard, and putting a grimy finger to his un- 
shapely nose, said, “I know why you are here, but 
don't let them come until I say the word.” 

“He imagined I was a filibuster agent, and between 
making mattresses and threatening the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, he was preparing for the seizure of the 
peninsula by a gang of earnest patriots in San Diego. 
He was a very interesting man, a simple lover of 
his nation, and a believer that the blessings of busi- 
ness and democracy were worth a little Mexican blood.” 

To Mexico came word that the Honolulu Advertiser 
needed a city editor, that the bubonic plague was rag- 
ing in that Hawaiian metropolis, and that the last 
city editor had fled to California. O’Brien hastened 
to Honolulu and for nearly two years edited the lead- 
ing American daily there. 

“The first day,” he says, “a minister of the Re- 
public of Hawaii, which then existed, slipped into my 
perspiring palm a $20 gold-piece, and with a smile of 
clanship informed me that I might expect that reward 
at frequent intervals for good doggery. .I returned it 
to him with another smile of understanding. He 
clasped my hand. ‘You're right, brother,’ he said, 
and invited me to join his church. He knew the way 
himself, but conformed to the current ‘mores.’ ”’ 

Hawaii gave O’Brien his first leisurely taste of the 
Pacific semi-tropics. There he swam with the Kan- 
akas, and began to love the Polynesian race, a rem- 
nant of which he was later to present to an appre- 

ciative reading world in “White Shadows in 
the South Seas.” He studied the Hawaiian 
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a General in an army that set out from Los 
Angeles for Was‘ington. It seized trains and 
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tongue casually, ate at luaus, knew well all 

the odd characters of those islands, and put 

in 13 or 14 hours a day publishing a live 
paper. 
Yes, running a live paper in Honolulu was 

a lively business in those days. He brought 
the first woman reporter west of San Fran- 

cisco, and employed the first cartoonist in 

Hawaii. He drove the blood-money crimps 

from the port by exposures, and his chief re- 

porter was shot by the editor of the oppo- 
sition paper. Yes; running a newspaper in 

Honolulu was an exciting job in those days. 

But O’Brien was ‘due for another move. He 
visited the Molokai leper settlement, the vot 
cano of Kilauea, the extinct crater of Helea- 
Kala, and in a four-masted schooner was 18 

| days to San Francisco. 

He fished on Monterey Bay that winter, and 
later became correspondent there of a New 
York paper. He was a free lance writer for 
papers and magazines anywhere. In another 
year or two he started” once more for the Ori- 
ent. He was a year in Japan and China, and 
in Manila joined with Israel Putnam in pub- 
lishing a daily American paper. Keeping that 
position eight yedrs, he wandered all over the 
; Far East as correspondent of the New York 
Herald, going 26 times to China. He was a 
writer in the Japanese-Russian War, secured 
a noted “beat” on one of the great events of 
that struggle, and spent a year in the Near 
East, Europe, and in completing a circle of 
the globe. 

In France and Italy he continued a close 
friendship with Putnam, ending only when the 
latter, a Major in the United States army, was 
killed at Montfaucon just before the armistice. 

Eight years of the Orient made O’Brien 
weary for a change of scene, and in California 
he planted the garden he still has. 

“We cleared the ground,” he says, “and set 
out 21 kinds of fruit trees, six kinds of ber- 
ries and 3000 rose bushes. Irrigating gives a 
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good excuse for my going barefooted, as did
